cities. Not only so, but it contains o 
population throe times ra dango as that of 
any Western city—(London has 1,000,000 
to 11 squato miles)—with impure water for 
all purposes of food ond driak, with ditches 
all over the city, choked with decomposing 
matter, and offynaive émells abounding so 
ag to become the by-word of all travoliors. 
{Canton is said by travellers to be ono of 
the cleanest citica in the Empire.) Not- 
withalanding ali thin, the opinion which 1 
have formod, after a residence of more than 
30 years, ia that Canton is not more un- 
healthy or more subject to epidemics than 
Western cities generally. The entire vant 
of statistics will admit of my giving an 
opinicn. only, but having bevn all these 
yeara.in charge of a Jarge. hospital, 
and having medical assistants ond pupils 
living ond practising in dilferout . parts 
of tho city, I have had opportunity 
of forming an opinion approximuting 
the truth, Epidemics prevail at times, 
but not in wore violent forms than 
in Western cities. Cholera now exists and 
has for sume weeks, bat not go severely og 
it Las at the sume time in Hongkeng. Dur- 
ing tho last two years fever has provatled 
to such an-extent in Hongkong as to 
require the appointment of a Special 
Committee. to investiyate jts origin. 
Fover his oxiated-in this city end jn other 
places, but not tv an unusual extent. 


Dr Kerrattributesthecom parative healthi- 
nena of Canton to the tide washing out tho 
canals and tho river bank twice in the 24 
hours, to tho shops and houses: boing open 
fo the winds of heaven, to the people 
having a fair supply of food, a3 4 rule well 
cooked, ta their drinking no water without 
bailing, und te the fact that the people are

tonditions materially improve the healthi- 
- hess of Canton, but wa do not suppose that 
Dr Kerr wishes to make out that the bealth 
cf Canton would not be greatly improved, 
like that of aff other large cities, by proper 
tanitativv. The laws of nature are not 
auepended in China, although the Chinese 
may have constitutions ‘somewhat Jess 
susceptible to cortain effects than Euro- 
peans sud although their customs may 
shield them from certain diseases. Tho 
experience herd in Hongkong ia that the 
natives are mnch more liable to fall victima 
to disease thao foreigners, and this must be 
due mainly to their unc'eunlg habits. 
Besides, in the ebsence of anything like 
teliabla statistics the statements ag to the 
vomparative healthiness of Canton muat be 
taken with preat reservation, Superficial 
generalisutions- on such subjects are 
generally most isleading.

This markot-price, on which so much 
depends, ia only sacortained by tha cm- 
stant friction of the buyer and the sellor at 
a market, and is the resultant of an inter- 
minable process of haggling, without which, 
however, no price would bo reached. 
The display of articlea at a country market, 
is of the most miacellancous deseription, but 
is mainly confined to the staples of produs- 
tion and to the commodities which every 
one must be able to get. Articlea not to 
ba had at the marketa must be procured at 
shops iu the larger towns, ar in cities, or 
the purchaser must wait for the recurronce 
of a larger murket called a Hui, or Fair, Ag 
the population in rural distrieta is generally 
very dense, sud very evenly distributed, it 
is necessary to have a circle of markets, 
surrounding any particular spot, which is 
accomplished by holding the market on 
different but fixed days of the moon, The 
more common interval is five days, and. the 
market is named. from the fixed days on 
which it is held. Thus, starting from any 
particular village, we ascortain that thera is 
awarkot day in a town to the east, on the 
‘one-six’ doya, that is, thia partioular 
inarket occurs on each day of the moon in 
which a one or u six occurs, viz., tho firat, 
sixth, oloventh, sixteenth, twenty-first, and 
twenty-sixth, or six markets esch moon, 

To the south is another village, holding a 
‘ two-seven’ market, occurring on each day 

donoted by a two or a aeven, and aimilarly, 

‘ three-eight,” ‘ four-nine,’ and ‘ five-ten,’ 

markets, thua coming ronnd to the dato of 
the one-six marketagain. Theso marketa 

will he distributed over the country at such 

pinces as ate found by exporience to be. 
most accessible, and where thu most people 
oxn be gathered. - If tha attendances falla 
off, a market may be given up, or if a wide 
atretch of territory has no convenient 

market on any particular day, a now one 
may bo acded. Thus the cirelu of markets 
is kept complete, but all markets of this

THE WONDERS REVEALED BY 
THE LICK TELESCOPE. —__ 

A writer in the Now York Sun, giving 
an account of some of the wonders that 
have boon rovealed by tho great telescope 
at Lick, says :—-Every owner of an ama. 
tour's telescope knowa tho celebrated Ring 
Nebula in the constollation Lyra, It is an 
exceodingly beautiful phenomenon, banging 
thore agsinst the black ground of the sky 
like a moat delicate, yot perfectly formed, 
ring or wreath of smoke. It is only when 
we reflect on its reat sizo that tho mind 
passes from admiration to awe at the sight 
of this ring. I€ our aolar system were 
placed in ita centro, tho gigantic sweep of 
that luminous ollipso surrounding us would 
bolt the heavens as with new and grander 
galasy, Tho form of thie object, and the 
fact that it is nebulous in character, have 
naturally led to many speculations based 
upon its resemblance te the nebular rings 
out of which, according to La Place’s hy- 
thesis, the planets of our system were 
Frmod. Hero was on actual pheuomonon 
in the heavens which showed at lenat that 
thore could be such things as nebular rings. 
Tho best telescopes have shown a few 
faint stars near the ring, and onc within it, 
but nothing that could be regarded as 
evidence of any probable connection be- 
twaen tho stars and the ring. Bat atone 
glance the Lick telescope hos revealed a 
marvellous structuro. Here is Professor 
Holdon’s account of it:—‘This bright 
nebula hna been looked at by very 
amateur and professional astronomer, by 
overy large and small telescope in the 
world. Sir John Herschell describes it ss 
a ring and figures a small star following it. 
Lord Rosse, with his six-foot reflector, gave 
fivo small stars outside of it and none 
inside. Mr Lassoll, with his four-foot 
roflector, figures it with thirteen faint stara 
in on oval outs 


So I saw it with the Washington refractor 
of twonty-six inchea nportura. in 1876, 
Our firatlook at this nebula with the 
thirty-six inch teleseopo showed a grent 
variety of new detail, and a carcfal ox- 
amination has disclosed to us not’ only the 
ninglo atar inside, but likewiso oleven 
: othors inside the inner oval, or projected | 
‘ op the bright nobulosity between the ‘outer 
and tho innorovals, Notunly this, but it is 
obvious that the plan on which thia nobula ia 
built is that of a sorics of cllipaon or ovale. 
‘Thoro is first the ring of faint stara ontside 
tho nobula; then tho outer and inner 
bounding ovals of tho uubulosity; next a 
ring of faint stara around the edges of tho 
interior ring ; and, finally, a numbor of stars | 
critically situated on the various party of 
the nebulosity and Suter oval, “The object 
is entirely a pow one in its appearanco aud 
in its suggestions aagcen hors.’ Ono cannot 
read this descriptiun without recognising 
the atrong probability that there is an_in- 
timate connection betweon the nabulous 
ovals and the rings of stars. Here, then, it 
acoma, wo behold a corner of the universe 
whero the great work -of creation is now 
actually in progress, Horo, in this coamio 
workghop of Lyra, ate scattered raw mater- 
inls avid finished solar bodies ; rows of suns 
ablaze with pristine light, and masses of an- 
formed vapour, in whose bosom the carbun 
atoms may bo floating which in the ripeners 
of timo shall assume forms of beauty and 
fife. Thera are other spots in the heavens 
whore stara snd nobulona matter’ are, 
mingled in a way that suggests a close re- 
Intionship, but none sv remarkable as this 
discoverod by Professor Holden, Evon 
the curious ‘group called the Picindes, 
where, as recent photographic discoveries ; 
have ahown, nebulat masses and streams j 
are mingled in tho strangest fashion with 
the stara, thera is nothing so remarkable 
as the concentric rings described by the 
director of the Lick Observatory. In the 
constellation of Aquarius there is a smal]
